I was up on Chuck's page pulling down some pics for my 
personal archive(Note: in case you missed the note, Chuck 
plans to remove some material for other projects...get it 
NOW)...and a thought came to mind. 


If you keep 8 each spacers about 2-3 inches long and some 
long #8 machine screws(with matching nuts) on hand, you can 
install spacers on both sides of the board.

For eliminating static buildup, a high ohms (5 or 10 Meg) resistor 
from each leg to ground will not affect your antenna in the least, froma 
transmit/receive perspective. However for lightening protection you need 
some solid hardware. In my opinion, the best protection scheme for open 
wire feeders is either disconnecting them, or a heavy duty knife 
switch-to ground them.

When I saw the original posting on this from WAQUIG (and before anyone 
else had replied to it on qrp-1) I sent out a copy of it to the "inner 
circle" of the QRP ARCI along with my commentary. I really should have 
posted it to qrp-l, so here it is (very slightly modified to remove the 
identity of a regional ham that I mentioned). I'm not going to bother to 
"pretty it up" for qrp-1; this is the raw posting. 


Say, does anyone else out there remember the old World QRP Federation of 
about ten years ago? That faded from sight long ago :-) It was one of 
those "club of clubs" things. It's been YEARS since the QRP Quarterly 
carried a name on the back page identified as WQF representative (I 
think it was supposed to be the pres or veep or some such). I doubt if 
it lasted more than a year or two, and I don't remember it ever doing 
much of anything. It was an international thing, BTW, not a domestic 
organization. 


A QRPer who lives in my region [call sign deleted] has commented to me 


several times, when we meet at hamfests, that it's a shame that “all of 
the QRP stuff" isn't in one place and that we have to subscribe to so 
many different journals to see it all. That takes some effort, and 
definitely a LOT of money. (To get around this a bit, we [the QRP 
Quarterly] do try to reprint some material from other journals....and 
that in turn generates complaints from people reading it twice! Damned 
if you do...) He hasn't said that to me for a couple of years, and it's 
only worse now--might be a few more paper QRP journals out there, 
definitely a number of Internet web page e-zines. 


The world has changed vastly; I don't see any real possibility, or need, 
of any sort of vast umbrella organization. (Being the President of QRP 
ARCI, I expect to get some flak from some of the Inner Circle on that 
Since several people over the years have commented that QRP ARCI is a 
fairly logical entity to assume such an umbrella organization.) As I 
always told the "regional ham", the reason all these different things 
pop up (and prosper, for the most part) is because there are unfilled 
needs not being met by existing things, so someone starts up something 
new to fill their own desires. 


Sure, we could have a monster organization that covers everything, with 
a three pound quarterly journal (of which 2 pounds would be ads!) but I 
don't see that happening. We don't have one world church, one world 
government, one weekly newsmagazine, one newspaper, one TV network, one 
fast food chain, etc. I can't envision the QRP community being any 
different. People join QRP ARCI, NorCal, Mich QRP, qrp-1, Adventure 
Radio Society, Colorado QRP, AR QRP, and dozens of others because they 
find something of interest they don't elsewhere, and they don't 
necessarily join all of the groups. And most don't. 


And after reading some of the commentary that surfaced later on qrp-l, I 
just have one more thing to say- someone mentioned that the QRP ARCI is 
an international organization. Don't forget, so are GQRP and NorCal. 
Both of them are just as international in scope as the QRP ARCI. The 
only difference is that they don't have the word "international" in 
their names, and I think that's a good thing. Just because we're the 
QRP ARC International doesn't mean we're set up as an international 
organization. It just means that we have the word in our title :-) 
There's a difference between having a number of international members 
and being set up as a multinational organization, which we are not. 
(I've caught flak for a number of years over this position. And I still 
think that we ought to get rid of the I, or change it to "Incorporated" 
so we can retain the "ARCI" but that's not important. ) 


Remember, that name was given to the club back in 1961, which is several 
ages ago, when the club had an entirely different focus than it does 
now. And don't forget that this is a club from the same country that has 


the nerve, guts, whatever, to hold a purely domestic sports competition 
and call it the WORLD series :-) 


Interestingly, later in the day there was a post telling about the 
latest edition of the Adventure Radio Society on-line newsletter. That's 
just another of the many QRP groups that has popped up in recent years 
to meet a specific interest--and it's prospering. (And while I don't 
actually DO any of the things that the club was formed to encourage, I 
still joined up and greatly enjoy reading about it.) 


Unification? I think not; I really don't see that happening, except 
perhaps briefly in response to some real or perceived external threat 
where the QRP community has to speak with one voice. But as an on-going 
state of affairs, I wouldn't count on it. 


Diversification, definitely. One size does NOT fit all. In the business 
world it's called competition vs. monopoly, and the latter is usually 
considered a bad thing :-)

Leave the dipoles up. A small loop like that would, on 80 and 40, have 
a very low radiation resistance; a 6-foot loop just calculated using 
MININEC to have a 0.065-ohm impedance. A fraction of an ohm of 
resistive loss (certain with a coil) will make this very ineffificient. 
When MFJ makes their small loop, they use a single, solid conductor, 
weld a large capacitor for tuning right to that conductor and use a 
low-loss loop coupling mechanism.

If you're discussing the usual vertically mounted antenna like what 
is used in a quad loop, I don't think it'll work too well. If I 
understand them correctly, the physical distance between the side that is 
fed, and the side opposite the fed side is what provides directivity. 
Shorten that distance, and directivity is lost. Efficiency is also lost 
as the total area that is enclosed by the loop is decreased. 


There has been extensive work done on shortened loops that don't use 
loading coils in the elements. Check any later ARRL Antenna book for 
references to these. Efficiencies seem OK, but at a sacrifice in 
bandwidth. One thing I despise is using an antenna that must be retuned 
every time you change freqs by 10 - 20 KHz. 

In the rather healthy exploration I made of this subject this 
spring, I discovered that a Half wave of wire can be shaped into a loop 
with a space of 2-3 inches at the far end. This antenna seems fairly 
efficient. The feedpoint impedance (as far as my limited test equipment 
shows) is 13 ohms resistive, so it's easily fed through a 1:4 
transformer. Bandwidth actually seems slightly wider than a dipole. I 
mount the whole thing horizontally. The 15M version of this that I've 
built is only 8 feet wide at it's widest!! I don't currently have a 
dipole, so I can't tell you how it compares in side-by-side testing, but 
it consistently beats my vertical. (for the others in the group, please 
don't "Flame" me with the "apples and Oranges" argument. In my 
particular case, this antenna is usually slightly better) 

Whatever you find, I'd be very interested in hearing your results.

Where the poles join, I simply polish the two pieces with 
Scotchbrite (tm). It is relatively fine as abrasives go, and won't leave 
metal particles on the antenna as steel wool does. This helps prevent 
corrosion due to dissimilar metals in contact. 

For the actual antenna connection, I polish first, then VERY lightly 
coat the outer threads with Silicone grease. Manuf. says it retains it's 
properties over a tremendous temperature range. I use it sparingly 
though, as the manuf. also says it's electrically non-conductive.

Yes most of the current flow is near the surface, but I think you will find it 


is near the surface of the Conductor, not the physical surface of the wire. 
Some may say that any insulation around the wire may change the velocity 
factor, and make the antenna appear of a different electrical length, but that 
thin of insulating cover, I think, would have negligable effect. Some of us 
use insulated wire for antennas when passing through trees etc, with out 
noticing anything drastic. The clean connections are another story. They 
must make excellent contact, or there will be IR losses in the connection. 
Hope this helps.

FYI: What saved Hank from being disqualified was that he moved his RX 
frequency within the legal 10KHz bandwidth of the foxhunt - never 
intentionally staying (as an example), "UP 3" or "DOWN 5" for any length 
of time. His TX freq, seemed to stay pretty constant and he worked 
people ON HIS TX FREQUENCY also. 


Now... personally I'd like to see the fox stay close to the TX 

frequency as "Spreading out" the pile up really screws up the folks not 
involved in the foxhunt and, QRP ops using non-RIT rigs are only able to 
participate when the FOX is transmitting and receiving on the same 
frequency.

This it not aimed at trying to modify the rules 
for this year's Hunt, but rather some background. 


The Hunt was originally started by Chuck with 
two main goals in mind. 


1) Get QRP sigs on 40m during the weeknights, when 
the band was quiet and lonely (i.e. to get us off 
our butts and on the air!). 


2) To give everyone xincentivex to improve their skills, 
antenna(e), rigs, etc. 


One of the most important skills I picked up over the 
last few Fox seasons was how to effectively use RIT and 
Split to break a pileup. IMO, being able to effectively 
use RIT (and eventually Split) is a core skill that all 
QRPers would benefit from. It allows you to track the 
pattern a station is using to "work" the pileup, and 
insert your signal at just the right spot/time in 

their pattern to make the QSO. I owe nearly xallx* of 

my QRP DX QSL cards to Fox Hunting skills such as this. 


Using RIT effectively is also a very useful skill when 
operating a contest (try using your RIT to check higher/ 
lower after calling CQ - you'd be amazed at how often 
someone was outside your filter trying to call you back). 


For the non-contesters, it's also handy in maintaining 
a ragchew in the face of QRM, or if the other station's 
(or perhaps *yourx) rig is drifting. 


And in the case of Fox Hunting, having the Fox use their 
RIT often meant that *everyonex could always hear the 
Fox, because the late callers weren't right on his/her 
xmit freq. Happier Hounds all around. 


Those are/were the benefits of RIT/Split. Holding back 


the Fox may seem like an easy way to address the limits 
of your station, but in a “real world" ragchew with a 
drifting station, you'll miss out. When a KW station 
sets up camp during your ragchew, and you can't RIT a 
little to get them out of your passband, you'll miss out. 
When you can't get through a DX pileup, you'll miss out. 
When you never hear folks answering your CQ on outside 
your filters, you'll miss out. 


That's where the incentive to improve came in. Don't 
limit yourself simply because it's inconvenient to 
progress. The Hunt was always a path to improvement. 
Follow it and you'll reap the benefits later, whether 
through better skills, equipment, radiators, whatever. 


Back to the Data Mines. Hope to return in a week or so.

I tried to load up the steel girders that support the prestressed 


concrete 

slabs that make up the roof on my office using a single wire and endfed 
antenna tuner. Results were not good. Then I checked and found the 

steel beams were connected to earth ground-Bummer. 

I looked in the overhead where the air up take is and saw daylite through 


the roof along side the ducting-lights went on. I got up on the roof and 
ran 

a 40 and 20 meter dipole from a 10 foot piece of 2 inch PVC pipe at the 
center(which is attached to a bathroom vent pipe) to the edges of the 
building. 

The RG8X goes from my office up through the overhead allong side the duct 
and over to the dipole. Works pretty well for a clandestine antenna.
